of Ottaiano at the foot of the mountain of Somna, close to 
Vesuvius. The consequences were fatal; Sir William Hamilton, 
ambassador to the Sicilian court in 1766, describes them. The 
eruption had commenced, and the shower of ashes and the noise 
of the discharges had sufficiently alarmed the inhabitants of 
Ottaiano to induce them to attempt to quit the town. Suddenly 
a violent report is heard, and soon afterwards a thick cloud of 
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smoke and ashes envelopes the people. ‘The annihilation of the 
town and its inhabitants appears inevitable. Then falls a vast 
shower of stones and scoriæ, some pieces of which are seven or 
eight feet in diameter, and weigh from sixty to one hundred 
pounds. Being formed of liquid lava, the outer portions only of 
which had become black and porous by cooling in their fall, they 
break asunder on reaching the earth, and scatter the burning 
fluid through the streets. For hours the frightful shower falls, 
and when its fury has been’fairly spent, ruin and destruction greet

from this, its second injurious eruption, that there is no safety in 
contiguity to such a neighbour? No; they console themselves 
with the belief, that “it will not, cannot happen again,” and they 
proceed to rebuild. It is tempting Fate. Years roll on, and the 
mountain only smokes ; the quiet, curling wreathes lull appre- 
hension; no living man remembers a volcano. The Fire King 
has flitted, and now may be seen occasionally in divers strange 
spots in the Mediterranean, apparently seeking a fresh abode. 
By and by there is a sullen murmur in the old mountain; heed 
it not; it is nothing. The murmur swells to a roar; Naples 
looks out astonished; and in a few brief hours a succession of tre- 
mendous eruptions announces that the destroyer, refreshed by 
slumber, is at his old work again. A volcano has formed afresh, 
and, ripe for emission, bursts upon the unsuspicious world. Thus 
it ever has been —thus it ever will be, while the sea washes the 
base of Vesuvius, 

The particulars of the latest eruption are given briefly in 
various papers, but the whole of the facts are comprehended in 
the following few lines from the “ Atheneum :” — 


We have had occasion (says the editor) to allude from week 
to week to the signs of convulsion by which the earth has been re- 
cently disturbed in the countries bordering on the great’ Mediter- 
ranean basin. On the morning of the 1st inst., the wells at Portici 
and other localities in the same neighbourhood were found dry; and 
on the following evening Vesuvius fulfilled the augury, and spoke in 
fire. ‘The new upper crater, after a trembling which lasted several 
hours, flung up a stream of lava, which, in the course of thirty-five 
minutes, had descended as far as Pigno del Ginestro. From several 
points of the ancient crater the volcano shot flame, and after sunset 
a fresh Java torrent, fifteen feet wide, spread in the direction of Bosco 
Reale. Two new craters were at the same time formed, from which 
issued fire stones, with a sound that spread terror through the neigh- 
bourhood; in fact, the drama was becoming too serious for amuse- 
ment,

A mo- 
tion was made that a committee be appointed to revise the laws, fol- 
lowed by an amendment that the society be dissolved, ‘There was 
much discord among the members, arising principally from the late 
election, and the couduct of Mr. D. W. Harvey, who came in for a 
pretty considerable share of odium, After a somewhat angry de- 
bate, the amendment was carried by two to one, subject, however, to 
confirmation, 

Puinrens' IMprovement Socrery.—A prospectus is in circulation 
of a society proposed to be founded under the title of “ The Caxton 
Mutual Improvement Association.” Its objects are to offer to the 
members employed in the printing profession in the metropolis the 
means of literary instruction. Jt will include lectures on the 
sciences and arts, and the discussion of questions literary, historical, 
and political. 

Likcutrnant Muyno,—The sentence upon this unfortunate gen- 
tleman, it is said, will be commuted to a year's imprisonment, of 
course mere detention, without any adjunct, and, probably, in the jail 
of Newgate, where he is at present confined. As an additional proof 
of the estimation in which Lieut. Munro was held by those best ac- 
quainted with him, it may be stated that a noble and gallant marquis 
who was examined as a witness on his behalf upon the trial, trans- 
mitted on the same afternoon on which he was tried a check for 100 
guineas, 

County Court or Lonnow. — On the 29th inst, an act of Par- 
liament, passed on the 23d of July, will come into operation, entitled 
“an Act for the more easy recovery of small debts and demands 
within the city of London, and the liberties thereof.” The act con- 
tains 128 sections, with a schedule of fees; many of the provisions, 
as also the table of fees, have been copied from the New County 
Courts’ Act, The Court of Requests in the city of London is to 
be abolished; and on and after the day named actions may be com- 
menced in the Sheriff's Court for sums or damages not above 20}, 
to be heard and determined under the provisions of this act. All 
other proceedings may be carried on as if this act had not passed. 
‘Lhe [mayor, aldermen, and commons are to appoint the place and 
days for holding the Sheriff's Court for the purposes of this act, and 
the order for holding the first court is to be advertised, and notice 
given for the first holding of the court. The judge of the Sheriffs’ 
Court (Mr. Commissioner Bullock) is to be the judge under this 
act. Ln actions above 5. a jury of five may be summoned, as in the 
New County Courts, ‘I'he recorder and the judge of the Sheriff? 
Court are to frame all new rules and orders, subject to the approval 
of the three chiefs of the common law courts. The parties as well 
as their wives may be examined on the trial. Any gaol in the city 
of London may be used as a prison for the purposes of the act. A 
bailiff and other officers are to be appointed, and by a special provi- 
sion itfis declared that the officers performing duties in the Court of 
Requests may be appointed under this act. 

Stace Durixs.— From and after Sunday the 5th instant, the 
duties in respect to stage and hackney carriages and licenses for the 
same, and in respect to railway passengers, will be transferred from 
the Commissioners of Stamps and ‘Taxes to the Commissioners of 
Excise.

FIRST ADDRESS OF THE NOTTINGHAM CURRENCY REFORM 
ASSOCIATION, 
TO THE PEOPLE OF NOTTINGHAM AND THR VICINITY, 


Fellaw Countrymen, — We earnestly request your attention to a few 'plain | 


statements, on a subject which we believe tu be of the deepest importance to us 
all, and which has been quite overlooked, or greatly undervalued, in estimating 
the various causes which affect our social condition. 

And what is that condition at the present time? Large numbers of our arti- 
sans, able and willing to work, cannot procure employment; others are labour- 
ing hard at reduced wages, Scarcely sufficient to provide them with a bare sub- 
sistence; the farmer, the manufacturer, the merchant, the tradesman, are 
everywhere embarrassed, and restricted in their power of affording employment, 
Even though in possession of valuable property and in good credit, they are ire- 
quently unable to find the means of carrying on their usual transactions ; live in 
constant apprehension of ruin from monetar panics; and with the utmost 
prudence and caution are so exposed to Raiden and violent depreciation of 
their stocks, and difficulties in procaring usual accommodation, that they are 
in continual danger of bankruptcy, or of the sacrifice of the hard-earned gains of 
years. 
You know well that this is a faithful desc:iption,—that this state of things has 
occurred again and again within the last thirty years, — that it occurred within 
the last few months,—that no steps whatever have been taken to prevent its re- 
currence, and that we are still exposed to an early and frequent repetition of the 
same calamitous condition, $ 

It is our firm conviction, that FATAL ERRORS IN THE MONEY 
LAWS give riseto a large portion of these evils; that the Bills of 1819 and 
1844 were ruinous measures; and that we shall be exposed to monetary panies 
and embarrasements, until these bills arte repealed, and the currency estab- 
lished on a footing somewhat similar to that which prevailed from 1797 to 

819. 
; The late monetary panic, under the effects of which we are still suffering, was, 
as is well known, brought abvut by the diminution of the bullion in the coffers of 
the Bank of England, arising from the exportation of about five millions of gold, 
to pay for food imported, i 

by the above laws, this inevitably leads to a contraction (or the fear of a con- 
traction) in our internal circulation, and a restriction in the usual sources of 
cash accommodation, occasioning difficulties in every variety of busmess. 

At the time that universal pressure and distress wer- caused by the removal 
of this bullion, twice the amount was lying dead and useless in the bank; from 
six to eight times the amount was circulating through the country, and we were 
possessed of national wealth of more than one thousand times the value. 

Is it not monstrous that trade and manufactures should be checked, employ- 
ment suspended, property of every kind depreci:ted to the amount of at least a 
hundred millions sterling, and general distress caused by the removal (and that 
for a time only) of this most insignificant portion of her naticnal property. 

Yet soitis. Our currency, consisting of hundreds of millions in bank notes, 
bills, &c., is 80 chained to that fraction of the circulating medium which is me- 
tallic, that all these evils must follow whenever from any cause a few millions of 
bullion are exported. 

Now, we denounce a system which cramps our home circulation, checks our 
internal industry, throws our working population out of employment, places every 
interest in the country 10 constant jeopardy, ana renders us liable to a commer- 
cial ague every few years. ; 

We object, moreover, to any system which ties down the circulating medium 
to a fixed low amount, and prevents it expanding, as the increasing trade and 
population of the country require, which our present money laws do. : 

We object also to a system which makes money dear, gives a monopoly to the 
dealers in bullion and the present banking establishments, and cramps the 
industrious classes by fixing the price of gold, while labour and its products are 

preciated, 
genre ask simply that such measures be taken as will permit the currency to ex- 
pand with the steadily increasing demands of trade, or as our temporary wants 
may require; and that gold ve not made an exception to the rule of free trade, 
now generally established, but that prices be allowed to adjust themselves na- 
turally, without a pretended bxity by a preference given to any one article, and at 
real, constant, and violent Muciuation trom the changes in value to which this 
single commodity, gold, is liable. 

We do not seek an unlimited, inconvertible, or irresponsible paper currency. 
We desire either that every note shail be issued by the government, based on the 
national security (as is the case at present with two-thirds of the Bank of Eng- 
land notes), or, if by private bankers, that they shall be restricted in their issues 
according to the security they offer, 

We seek vothing new or untried. We have on many former occasions been 
relieved from monetary difficulties bya seasonable supply of paper currency, as 
in 1797 and 1825. Bat we complain that recent enactments now deprive us of 
such aresource. We refer to the twenty years following 1797 as a proof that we 
seek nothing impracticable, as an example of the arrangement to be desired, and 
as showing the power of such a system to carry us through greater diffi. ulties, 
and enable us to bear much heavier burdens than those which now oppress us. 

We point to Scotland as a country which has conducted with safety and the 
greatest advantage an economical and expansible currency and ask, why is Kng- 
land not to enjoy the same privileges ? , =

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THE LATE DREADFUL ACCIDENT! ON 
THE “ CRICKET” STEAMER. 


MELANCHOLY LOSS OF LIFE! 


One of the most fearful steam-boat explosions that has ever oc- 
curred in this country happened on I'riday the 27 ult, at the pier close 
to the Fox-under-the- Hili, between which and London Bridge the 
Cricket, the Ant, aud the Bee, three new and beautifully constructed 
steamboats ply, carrying passengers at the small fare of a halfpenny 
each. Shortly before half-past nine o'clock, whilst the first mentioned 
boat—the Cricket—which had on board from 150 to 200 persons of 
all ages and sexes, was about to start with her human freight to Lon- 
Bridge, her boiler burst with a terrific explosion. Several of the 
passengers were blown into the air and fell into the river—others fell 
on the deck from a considerable height — and when the immense 
cloud of steam and smoke had in some degree evaporated, it was 
found that the decks were covered with the injured and the dying, 
that the sides of the boat had been blown outwards, and that several 
persons were in the after cabin, which had been driven several feet 
below the ordinary water-mark, and that it had been filled with water. 
An eyewitness, who was standing at the wharf at the time of the ac- 
cident, states that he saw a young woman with a child in her arms 
blown up into the air by the force of the explosion ; they fell into the 
river, and were never afterwards seen. 

Assistance was immediately rendered from the pier and by water- 
men, when it was found that upwards of sixty persons had been more 
or less injured. Owing to the great excitement that prevailed, and 
the crowds that almost immediately blocked up all access to that part 
of the river, great difficulty was experienced in getting anything like 
authentic information of the horrible disaster, Another reason that 
the number injured could not be correctly estimated was, that those 
who had the good fortune to escape with a few scratches or bruises 
made the best of their way from the scene of the accident. Several 
fragments of wood and iron were blown a considerabie distance, and 
the houses in the immediate locality were shaken to their foundation. 

As the tide was flowing up, twenty or thirty men were immediately 
engaged in trying to raise the sunken part of the boat, in order to 
recover any bodies that might be beneath; and whilst the search was 
being proceeded with the wounded and dying; were conveyed to 
Charing Cross Hospital. By seven o'clock ‘in the evening fifteen 
persons, more or less injured, were taken to the workhouse and 
the Charing Cross Hospital. Of these five are dead. 

The inquiries at Charing Cross Hospital and at St. Martin's work- 
house, during the who'e of the day, were most unceasing by parties 
who feared—and frequently more trom fear than from any other cir- 
cumstance—that their relatives had either been killed or maimed by 
this heart-rending occurrence. 

The Cricket, like the Ant and the Bee, was fitted up with Joyces's 
high-pressure engines, with oscillating cylinders, and the awful ca- 
lamity was no doubt caused by an undue pressure of steam. Both 
ends of these steamers, belonging to the “halfpenny company,” as 
it is termed on the river, are alike, and there is a rudder and tiller at 
each end of the vessel, to enable the masters to steer them without 
the inconvenience of turning round on leaving the pier. 

The enginecr's statement of the accident is a very extraordinary 
one. He says he was in the engine-room at the time, and that he 
did itd recover his consciousness until he found himself lying on the 
pier !! 

Inquest on THE Surrerers.—On Monday Mr. Bedford, coroner 
for Westminster, commenced his inquiry into the cause of death of 
the five persons who have suffered from the tate calamitous explosion 
on board the Cricket steamboat. The inquest was held in the board 
room of St. Martin’s workhouse. The following is a list of the de- 
ceased persons: —Thomas Shed, eged 14, the call-boy, of Bow Street, 
Covent Garden; John Littleton, 33, costermonger, Bloomsbury 
Street, Broad Street, St. Giles's; George Shute, 24, costermonger, 
of Driver's Buildings, Mile End; John Blunt, 22, watchmaker, 
Trellick Terrace, Vauxhall Bridge Road ;-John Buckley, 18, engi- 
neer, King Street, Covent Garden. ‘Tne jury proceeded to view the 
bodies. Several witnesses were then examined as to the fact of the 
explosion, but the jury, after consultation, determined to hear the 
statements of some scientific men as to the cause of the accident, and 
it being also intimated that government would direct an inquiry, the 
ao ede was adjourned until Monday next. ) 

n Tuesday, at noon, the coroner's jury assembled at the Fox- 
under-the- Hill pier, and proceeded to inspect ¡the wreck of the 
Cricket, Every facility for getting on board the vessel, and for pro- 
secuting the inquiry, had been provided by the company’s superin- 
tendent; and after as minute a survey as the shattered state of the 
machinery permitted them to make, the jury separated, to reassemble 
on Monday next, when the investigation will be resumed. The 
scene presented was of the most fearful nature, and none but those 
who had before witnessed such a spectacle of ruin could for a mo- 
ment have imagined the force and power of that mighty agent—= 
steam. ‘The first sight which presents itself to the spectator is that 
of a fearful rent in the vessel, from the engine-room to the stern. 
The whole of the flooring of the deck has been blown up, and the 
lining of the right side of the after cabin completely removed, leav- 
ing exposed the bare iron shell of the vessel, On the left side of 
the same cabin some portion of the lining yet remains; but in the 
bilge of the vessel, and near to the paddles, the whole of the lining 
is gone, and the shell of the vessel broken and torn in almost every 
direction. ‘The flooring of the cabin is also swept clean out, while 
an immense opening in the stern shows the spot through which the 
boiler itself was blown, the boiler in its progress appearing to have 
swept the fluors, the lining, rudder, and everything before it. The 
whole of the case of the boiler is blown off, leaving all the tubes 
exposed to sight; but there dues notappear to be any fracture in any 
of them, so far at least as we are able to see. ‘ihe funnel, the smoke 
box, and the case of the boiler lie beside the wreck of the ill-fated 
vessel. T'he safty-valve and the steam-gauges seem to have been 
entirely blown away, Neither of the paddle wheels seem to have 
sustained any injury; the outer side of the left padale-box seems to 
have sustained a somewhat severe shock, A portion of the massive 
iron frame work, to which the engine is attached, is twisted ina 
most extraordinary manner, ‘The thickness of the metal in that 
part cannot be less than four inches; but it appears to have been 
capable of affording no more resistance to the terrific power than did 
some of the common deal timbers by which it was surrounded, The 
whole floor of the engine room is literally covered with fragments 
of the broken parts and the smaller and more delicate paris of the 
machinery.

connection with electric or galvanic conductors communicating with 
any known generator of electricity or galvanism, thus forming a 
circuit through which, when connected, a current of electricity or 
galvanism will pass. Attached to the wheel work is a ball governor, 
the use of which is to equalise the motion of the machinery of the 
key-board, and thereby prevent its running with too great a velocity, 
and also to continue the motion of the other parts of the composing 
machine, when the key-shaft has been stopped by the pressing down 
of one of the keys, so that the shaft will resume its motion more 
readily on being liberated by raising the finger from off the key. 
This governor is made to revolve by means of the cog-wheels; and 
when the key-shaft is stopped, the governor, by the momentum which 
it has acquired, continues to run, and to carry the machinery, by 
causing the friction-wheel which gives motion to the key-shaft to 
slide around under the friction-wheel of the key-shaft, so that when 
the finger-key is again pee to rise, the other machinery being 
still in motion, the shaft will resume its motion more readily than it 
otherwise would. 

Having thus partially described the mechanism required for the 
transmission of intelligence from the place at which the composing 
machine is stationed, it will be important to show that the order of 
such communications can be reversed, by having a composing ma- 
chine and printing machine stationed at each place or point, and 
connected with the same circuit of conductors in like manner as be- 
fore described. Intelligence may also be communicated and re- 
corded at any intermediate place or places between the two most dis- 
tant points or termini, by having at the intermediate place or places 
printing and composing machines, connected at such intermediate 
place or places with the circuit of conductors in like manner as de- 
scribed at the most distant places or termini. — 

We should not forget to state that the ponang upon the scroll of 
paper is not confined to the strip of paper (similar to that shown in 
the engraving), but can be printed in various modes, either in sheets, 
line by line, in paragraphs, or in columns of printed matter like the 

rinted columns of a newspaper, to be printed line by line of any 
ength, which style of printing is mostly applicable to government or 
newspaper despatches. 

The distance actually proved for the correct working of this system 
of electric telegraph in one continuous line, has been 230 miles and 
340 miles apart, at the rate of 100 letters per minute, and by a very 
recent experimentin the United States it has been proved at a dis- 
tance of not less than 900 miles. 

Mr. Brett has had his patent secured throughout the continent, as 
well as also for the colonies, and should his original project (enter- 
tained some year or two since) of uniting the American colonies 
with England by an oceanic telegraphic line be carried into effect, it 
is not improbable that in the course of a few years the news of the 
extreme north will, by this invention, be printed instantaneously at 
the extreme points of the south and west, and the news thus traverse 
from Calais to Dover, and from England across the Atlantic to the 
American colonies, &c. &c., realising in fact the words of Pope; — 

To speed the intercourse from soul to soul, 
And waft (each thought) from Indus to the Pole. 

It is a great recommendation of the study of electricity, that it 
now appears to be by no means asmall object, The electric fluid is 
no local or occasional agent in the theatre of the world, Late dis- 
coveries show that its presence and effects are universal, and that 
it acts a principal part in the grandest and most interesting scenes of 
nature. By pursuing this new light the bounds of natural science 
may possibly be extended beyond what we can now form an idea of, 
New worlds may open to our view, and the glory of the great Sir 
Isaac Newton himself, and all his contemporaries, be eclipsed by a 
new set of philosophers in quite a new field of speculation. Could 
that great man re-visit the’earth, and view the experiments of the pres” 
sent race of electricians, he would be no less amazed than Roger 
Bacon would have been at his. The electric shock itself, if it be 
considered attentively, will appear almost as surprising as any dis- 
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covery that he made; and the man who could have made that dis- 
covery by any reasoning, a priori, would have been reckoned a great 
genius, Butif the simple electric shock would have appeared so 
extraordinary to Sir Jsaac Newton, what would he have said upon 
seeing the effects and adaptations of a modern electrical or galvanic 
battery ? 

If railways are working wonders, the telegraph is outstripping 
them in achievements, for in America almost every state is now in 
instantaneous communication with New York. Merchants, both 
American and British, transmit their orders to their remotest agents 
by means of the electric telegraph, New York, Washington, Pitts- 
burg, Buffalo, Baltimore, Philadelphia, and other cities of the At- 
lantic being enabled by them to talk simultaneously with one 
another, 

The progress of electric communication is far more marvellous 
and immense than anything we know of in the mother country. 
Buffalo, Boston, and New York are comparatively next door neigh- 
bours; intelligence flies through the country every minute in flashes 
of electricity; the merchant negotiates a loan, or consummates a 
purchase with a customer in a market a hundred miles off; and jour- 
nals, distant a day's journey from Congress, have its speeches and 
proceedings in print while the speaker is in possession of “the floor.” 
The Americans can scarcely familiarise themselves with the wonders 
of this new creation cf science, A few months since, an Albany 
journal received per telegraph a request from a Toronto editor for 
the news that came by the Cambria. An answer referring them to 
Buffalo was returned, and a response read, saying that they would 
get the news from Buffulo* —a round of operations performed in 
the space of half an hour, 

In a recent provincial newspaper we read that some miscreants, 
employed, it is said, by speculators, have been breaking the tele- 
graphic wires. ‘This has occurred frequently of late on the arrival 
of intelligence by the steamers, 

‘These outrages show the advantages of Brett's system of subterranean 
telegraphic wires, as, in the first place, they are out of sight, and are 
not, therefore, likely to suggest to the idle or mischievous the idea 
of interfering in any way with them; and, in the next place, they are 
secured from the oft-repeated obstructions of damage by lightning, 
which frequently occurs in England. 

The advantages to be derived from a more secure system of laying 
the wires may be seen from the following extract :— ** Now that the 
telegraph between Buffalo and Toronto is completed, a citizen 
standing on the northern shore of Lake Ontario may hold a plea- 
sant tete-a-tete with a friend on the western shore of the Atlantic. 
By these connecting links a rise of produce in any place is chronicled 
leagues off on the instant of its occurrence, so that the holder, who 
otherwise would have sold at reduced rates, reaps a large remune- 
rative advantage,” 

The electric printing telegraph, as a means of defence in time of 
war, and the power this simnitaneous publication of news gives a 
nation, we have not yet dwelt upon; in case of an attempted invasion 
the whole armed population of this country could be directed with 
the rapidity of lightning, Railroads furnish the means of transport- 
ation, and no power of a foreign country could long have a foothold 
among the people who possess these combined and prodigious means 
of concentrating their strength. A living fortress of ;200,C00 armed 
men are now within hail ; we touch the wires of the telegraph, and in 
an instant they spring to our rescue, 

That the telegraph is to exert an important bearing over our politi- 
cal and social interests no man can doubt. The vast importance and 
benefit of the electric telegraph in America is just beginning to be 
felt, Lt is used as a medium, not only of business communication, 
but also in the various social relations of life. The mode of com- 
munication by the printing telegraph is so novel, so complete, and so 
instantaneous, that people employ it for sending messages to their 
friends in another city about every day household affairs; but in a 
commercial point of view, the advantages are incalculable, and these 
will be fully appreciated without our again enumerating them. 

Our engravings will help the reader to form a very clear idea of

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OVERLAND MAIL, 
INDIA AND CHINA, 


INpra,— An extraordinary express from Marseilles brought des- 
patches from India on ‘Uuesday. ‘Ihe dates are—from Bombay to 
the 19th of July, Calcutta to the 8th, and Madras to the 10th. ‘The 
Governor-General and the Commander-in-Chief of India remained 
at Simla, during the rainy months, ‘They were busy in reducing the 
troops, so ás to save nearly 1,000,CO0L sterling per annum, ' 40.000 
Sepoys have been removed from the Native army, and six Royal regi- 
ments are to be sent out of India. In Bombay some strange frauds 
had been discovered in the supply of coal to the Indian navy. ‘I'wo 
persons had been found guilty of obtaining the price of 100 tons, 
Which they never delivered. In the Goomsoor country, the misun- 
derstanding between the inhabitants who practise human sacrifices 
and our authorities still existed. One of the chiet’s, Chokra Bissaye, 
had at one time offered to surrender himself upon terms, but subse- 
quently refused, ‘Tranquillity continued ‘to prevail throughout the 
Punjab, ‘The conspiracy which was talked of some time back had 
lost all importance. In the Hazareh, or mountain districts, the 
chiefs who had refused to submit to Gholab Singh had since been 
pacified by being again placed under the government of Lahore, In 
Oude the disagreement between the king and his Wuzeer continued, 
and the unfortunate people were, of course, its victims. The king is 
addicied to every kind of vice, and the Wuzeer, the same who was 
wounded in the affair of the four Patans, was quite unable to contral 
his master. Colonel Richmond, the British resident, had endea- 
voured, but in vain, to induce the king to pursue good courses. In 
short, it appears that the necessity for using coercive measures in that 
direction was becoming too manifest. 

The opening of the river Indus by the use of steamers for com- 
mercial purposes, his excited much interest; they now communicate 
regularly between Kurrachee and Verozepore, a distance of nearly 
8CO miles, and in the favourable season this can be navigated by sail- 
ing boats in from twenty to thirty days. The returns of the Kurra- 
chee custom-house intimate an increase on the exports for the first

Sir John Littler had returned to the Jullundhar 
Doab, The Marquis of Tweeddale is at the Neilgherries; he has 
now just about completed his five years’ term of service ; as yet we 
have had no authentic tidings as to who will succeed him, The go- 
vernor and commander-in-chief of Bombay are in the Deccan; the 
lord bishop on his tour— by last accounts at Sholapore.

Htenhage such incessant rains had not been experienced during 
the last 27 years, We have intelligence from the N. E. boundary to 
the end of last month. It is to the: effect that the emigrant Jan 
Kock has taken the field, it is supposed, against the emigrants at 
Windburg, who are favou rably disposed towards the British, Cap- 
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tain Warden has aces marched against him, and a force of 150 
Griquas are to leave Phillipolis immediately to strengthen Bloem 
Fontein, which it is thought might be devastated during the absence 
of the military. 

New Zratanp.—On the Ist of April a dinner was given at 
Nelson, in honour of Governor Grey. Upwards of sixty sat down to 
table. The following is an extract of a letter, dated Wellington, 
April 7. 1847:—“ The land claims are at last settled in this district ; 
the governor has shown a cordial wish to perform the work that 
brought him to the south, but has been in such haste to return to 
Auckland, that he has not given the general satisfaction he intended. 
His bargains with the natives for land have been characterised b 
such liberality, that the natives are more exorbitant in their demands. 
The two great roads now In progress at the cost of the government 
to the coast of Wainai,{through Povirua, and to Wairarapa, by way of 
the valley of the Stull, will not cost less than 25.000/. ‘The blocks of 
land bought by the local government are to be open to the New 
Zealand Company for selection, ‘The governor, however, deserves 
our gratitude for many of the measures he has passed through the 
Legislative Council, and for the pretty equal division of the ex- 
penditure in the north and south. Trade is very flourishing, and we 
are looking forward to great improvement in the colony generally. 
Governor Grey took on board the Inflexible thirty tons of Nelson 
coals, which were found to answer equally as well as the best descrip- 
tion shipped at Sydney. 

Austnatia. — Private letters have been received in town, stating 
that her Majesty’s ship Auckland has been unfortunately wrecked. 
This vessel was engaged in endeavouring to carry out a project of 
finding a site for a new penal settlement, we believe to the north of 
Port Essington. The first attempt Was a complete failure, but a 
renewal of the attempt was determined on, A site was discovered 
possessing the advantages of being completely without water, and 
being so infested with musquitoes as to be actually uninhabitable. 
On her return to announce this hopeful discovery, the Auckland 
went upon the rocks.

the University of Oxford, under the title of “ View of the Pro- 
gress of Political Economy in Europe since the 16th Century ;”

rency Question,” which has led to the above remarks, and to our 
expression of regret that at this critical time Oxford does not 
furnish a more enlightened expounder of this subject for the in- 
struction of her under-graduates. 


Dr. Twiss seems to be a common-place observer of common- 


places, and to have discontinued his researches when he took his 
degree. He is a devoted admirer of the Bullion Report of 1810, 
without apparently being aware of the fact, that Francis Horner 
himself lived to acknowledge the fallacy of its doctrines. He 
quotes the fact, that the contraction of the currency in the early 
part of the French revolutionary war had ruined a large number 
of bankers, and caused much distress in the country, but coolly 
attributes it to its expansion. He worships gold with all the 
fervency of the most devoted bullionist, and looks upon “ Foreign 
Exchanges” in the same manner as ordinary lunatics imagine that 
their actions are controlled by the moon. 
notion of Mr. Ricardo and the Bullion Committee of 1810, that 
the high price of bullion was occasioned by an over-issue of bank 
notes, not seeing that the fact was the very reverse, Viz. that the 
high price of bullion, arising from increased taxation, created the 
necessity for the issue of the notes, and that whenever the amount 
of these notes was diminished, distress ensued. He therefore treats 
with contempt the sounder view of Mr. Vansittart, “ that bank 
notes were not depreciated, but gold enhanced in value.” The 
sound and statesmanlike opinion of Mr. Mushet of the Mint, 
“that since bank notes were declared a legal tender, the price of 
gold in bullion had no longer been rated in gold coins, but in 
bank notes, and its price, accordingly, in bank notes, was 4l. 13s. 
per ounce, and that gold was no longer the principal measure of 
property, but bank notes ;” as well as that of Mr. Chambers, that 
“he did not conceive gold to be a fairer standard for Bank of 
England notes than indigo or broad cloth ;” he sets down coolly 
asan “extraordinary and most erroneous notion!”

Now, as the 
plain import of these words amounts to nothing but nonsense, 1n- 
asmuch as anything that is not convertible cannot be current, so 
that a bank note in that position would be nothing but wen 
paper, we conclude Dr. T. intends the word “ convertibility” to 
be understood in the bullionist sense, viz. “ compulsory con- 
vertibility on demand, into gold at a fixed price.” If 80, it 18 
obvious that Lord Liverpool meant no such thing, for that prn;

prospect of abatement : — 


“Tf it should be found by experience that no monetary panic 
takes place after the extravagant speculation of last year (1846), 
it would seem that one great evil, at least, has been obviated by 
it; but it seems probable that a greater benefit may result from it, 
namely, that the difficulty of procuring money will be recognised 
sooner than heretofore, and that the spirit of rash speculation will 
thereby be controlled, so that, amidst the general pressure which 
must follow the reaction, the disastrous cases of individual ruin 


will be less numerous than on any of the previous occasions above 
alluded to.”

“ Cheapness,” however, is a comparative term, and that may be

For instance, we aim at “cheapness,” it seems, in Eng- 
land — cheapness of what? —of.food and of fuel, of clothing and 
of luxuries. This is the rule in Russia, in Prussia, in Austria, 
and in Germany ; and why? because taxation for the maintenance 
of state expenses or of public indebtedness, is in those countries 
comparatively low ; and what there is of it, except with a view to 
the protection of native industry, is for the most part levied on 
property. But what, it may be asked, is the state of comfort ob- 
tained by the best of the agricultural and other labourers in those 
countries where cheapness prevails ?

In this country, where three-fourths of our annual taxation is 


levied by Customs and Excise, and which is demandable by go- 
vernment mainly from those who labour or produce by means of 
capital, it involves the deepest injustice to compel them to “ cheap- 
ness,” such as reigns in countries not so taxed; but to effect this 
by means unperceived in their operation — to alter the prime cle-

On Friday week, her Majesty and the royal children rode out on

It was reported at Munich that a large annual income is 
also secured to her. 

Tux cate Ducness pe Prastin,—We read in the “ Debats” of 
Tuesday :—“ Marshal Sebastiani determined to return to Paris in 
spite of the efforts of his grand-daughter, who tried to dissuade him 
from it. He wished, he said, to see what remained of his only 
child. He caused the apartment of the unfortunate duchess to be 
opened, and, the heart broken by grief, the eyes bathed in tears, but 
retaining with incredible energy the expression of his sentiments, he 
examined the scene of the crime which ravished from him his well- 
beloved daughter.

Pare Pius ]X. — Towards the end of the last century, a family 
of the Roman states went to pass the summer in a country house, 
within six miles of Rome. One of the children, named Giovann, 
took a great fancy to a shepherd boy, named Guidi, with whom he 
often went into the woods. Once that they were passing by a pond 
the child was struck with delight at seeing a shoal of little fishes 
sporting about, and in endeavouring to catch some with his hand, 
lost his balance and fell in. The shepherd boy, who could swim, at 
once plunged after him, and saved the child’s life. ‘The person thus 
saved was the present Pope. A short time since, the person who 
had saved him, and who had continued to live a peasant’s life, finding 
himself with his only daughter in distress, determined to proceed to 
Rome and solicit aid from his former companion, When he arrived 
in the eternal city, he was taken up for begging, but he contrived to 
get his story to the Pope's knowledge, ‘The cons:quence was, that 
his Holiness sent for him to the palace, and after conversing with 
him most kindly, assured him that for the future he and his daughter 
should want for nothing. He afterwards wrote to one of his rela- 
tions at Sinigaglia to see to the man’s comfort, and to place the 
daughter in a respectable situation, until she should think fit to marry, 
when a portion would be given her,”
